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No Cause for Fear or Panic 


It is probable that m o re of us here in 
P ick aw ay County have heard as m u ch 
about the Asian flu as a n y other subject in 
general conversation. 
According to reports it is generally ex­ 
pected that this disease is reaching epi­ 
demic proportions this fall, but we have 
been told repeatedly by medical authorities 
that th ere is np cause for wild fears or 
panic. 
For some reason, however, 
the 
vast 
amount of publicity from m a n y sources 
has been given to this flu, has caused* a lot 
of apprehension all over the country. 
The illness, according to best inform a­ 
tion obtainable, is of short duration, is gen­ 
erally mild, has few complications, and 
has a very low mortality rate. A reportedly 
effective vaccine (regarded as safe except 
for patients with a known allergy to eggs) 
h as been developed and the supply will 
gradually be increased. 
In this connection, the A m erican Medi­ 
cal Association, is asking for the coopera­ 
tion of A m erican business and industry. If 
the epidemic reaches m ajo r proportions 
business firm s will experience a m ark ed 


increase in absenteeism . Even so, the AMA 
emphasizes, industry should not get pan- 
iekv and rush into a p ro g ra m of m a s s in­ 
oculation for its employees until essential 
priority groups in the co m m u n ity have 
been inoculated, or at least, had the oppor­ 
tunity to obtain such shots. 
As wos pointed out in a public statem en t 
here by the P ick aw ay County Health de­ 
partm ent, first priority on available v ac­ 
cine should go to those persons vital to the 
c o m m u n i t y —' such as health, police, fire, 
comm unications, transportation, and util­ 
ity personnel 
and to those who, in the 
opinion of physicians, constitute a special 
medical risk. 
Individual 
physicians 
every w h ere are 
ui\ cd to a d h e re to local priority system s, 
which m a y v a ry from place to place for 
one valid reason or another. 
As for those who get Asian flu. the AMA 
points out that there is no specific t r e a t ­ 
ment. Bed rest and fluids are necessary. 
All patients should be isolated so far as it 
is convenient. During the acute stage of 
the disease, the patient should not be al­ 
lowed visitors.

Flu Symptoms Easy To See

With all the recent talk about in­ 
fluenza, I think if s a good 
time 
for you to learn a 
j about what this disease is and how 


, it acts. 
I n f l u e n z a , 
or the “ flu” or 
“ grippe,” is an infection* disease 
caused 
by 
one of three 
known 
principal types of influenza virus 
called Type A, Type B and Type 
C. Scientists now believe t h e r e 
! may be a fourth, Type D. 
There are many strains 
within 
each m ajor classification. Oriental 
or Asiatic Influenza is believed to 
be caused by a group of viruses. 
Influenza 
most 
often 
strikes 
healthy young adults. Fortunately, 
these persons are generally strong 
enough to fight off the attack with­ 
out too much trouble. When chil­ 
dren or elderly persons are strick­ 
en, however, the danger of com ­ 
plications is greater. 
It s rather difficult to avoid the 
disease because it i* so e a s i l y 
spread. Persons who are immune 
to it can transm it the 
villainous 
virus by coughing or sneezing. 
Symptoms of influenza are easy 
to recognize. But by the time they 
begin, there’s not much you can do 
about alleviating them. 
Generally, you will develop a fe­ 
ver ranging from 101 to 
103 de­ 
grees, you ll feel weak, have chills, 
and a severe pain in the head and 
back. You may feel very nauseat­ 
ed and vomit. You are apt to have 
a cough, sneeze a great deal and 
become horase. 
Usually, after a few days in bed 
and isolated from the other m em ­ 
bers of your family, you’ll be up 
and around again, 
but 
probably! 
feeling weak. The disease m o s t 
of ten runs its course in three 
or 
four days. 
You should call your doctor, of 
course. While there isn’t a great 
deal he can do to cure your infill* j 
enza, he can prescribe antibiotics 
or sulfa drugs if he suspects ther# ' 


as 
might be complications s u c h 
pneumonia. 
We have developed vaccines to 
little hit more ^*ve at least short-term protection 
from 
most strains 
of 
influenza 
virus. But, at best, these vaccines 
provide immunity only for eight to 
twelve months.
